SPANISH TRAWLERS 
IN IRISH WATERS. 


—--- 


Replying to a guestion by as Sproule 
Myles (Ind., Donegal) in the Dail yester- 
day, the MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE 
(Dr. Ryan) said that licences for the 
export of fat cattle from Donegal were 
issued during the current month to feeders 
of fat cattle as a result of imspections 
cartied out by the Department. The num- 
ber of licences available only sufficed to give 
feeders approximately one licence for each 
seven Saiahed cattle, Feeders having a 
minimum of four finished cattle were in- 
cluded. During March i98 licences were 
given to feeders in Donegal. No infor- 
mation was available as to the number of 
fat cattle from that county during the corre- 
sponding period last year. The number of 
cattle passed as fit for disposal in respect 
of which licences were not issued was 1,613. 
In two cases, in the exercisé of his dis- 
cretion, he had authorised the issue of a 
greater pumber of licences than the re- 
cipients were entitled to according to. the 
number of fat cattle on hand. He was not 
prepared to tell the Deputy the reasons for 
which he exercised discretion. 

Major SPROULE MYLES asked’ was the 
Minister aware that it had been broadcast, 
and had become “a scandal in the county, 
that one man could get an enormous number 
of licences whilst others round about him 
only got two or three licences, though they 
had thirty or forty fat cattle for export. 
Was the Minister also aware that, instead of 
receiving licences, these people had received 
from the Sheriff fifteen days’ notices for 
ayment of their iand annuities? If the 

inister would get them a market for their 
cattle they could pay their annuities. He 
wanted to know why a man with forty head 
of cattle got only two licences. 

The MINISTER said that the cattle must 
not have been fit for sale. 

Mr. BELTON—Is the Minister making that 
as a positive statement? 

Dr. RYAN said that was his belief, accord- 
ing to the reports of his inspectors. 

Mr. BELTON asked would the Minister say 
definitely that the cattle were not fit. 

Dr. RYAN repeated that he was relying on 
the reports of his inspectors. 

Mr. BELTON—Political victimisation. 

Major MYLES gave notice that he would 
raise the matter on the adjournment.

the Irish coast next season. Every precaution 
would be taken to prevent infringement of 
regulations, and if information as to contra- 
vention were supplied to the Department it 
would have immediate attention. 

Mr. O’NEILL said that the Minister could 
not but be aware that Spaniards had been 
fishing in these Irish waters. His information 
was that they were coming. in such large 
numbers next season that it was proposed to 
send a special hospital ship from Vtgo to look 
after the” physical welfare of the Spanish 
fishermen. The Minister must know that 
they had been fishing extensively off Bantry 
and Kenmare, and he hoped that something 
would be done.
